Of Titus Oates for Perjury 
At the K I N G S-Bench-Barr at Weſtmin- 


ſter On Friday the Sth. of May. 1685 

| Di its complicate. with Murther ; for it violates at once 

all Laws Humane and Divine, unhinging the whole ſociety 
of the World. This day being the etghth day of this preſent month 
of May, 1685. was Convicted of this moſt abominable Crime, 

* Titus Oates tormerly known by the name ofthe Salamanca Do- 
&org,one who by his Perjury and Lies inflamed and liked to have 
overthrown three moſt flouriſhing Kingdoms : The manner 
thus : 

About nine of the Clock in the Forenoon the Court fate, where 
was the Right Honourable Sr George Jefferies, Kt. and Bar. Lord 
Chief Juſtice of England, Judge Witthins, Judge Holloway, &c. + 
being on the Bench, and the Jury called, Oates excepted againſt 
ſome of them for being of the Grand Jury, when the Inditment 
was found, and it was admitted for a juſt Barr ; then the IndiQ- 


ment wasread in Latin and Engliſh ; the ſubſtance of which 
was, that whereas 7itxs Oates had ſworn, and cauſed to beputto 
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(2) 
Death ſeveral Perſons, namely tne Five Jeſuits, Pickering, Groves 
and /reland, Exc. 

He ſwore that be was at a Confult at the White- Horſe. Tawern 
in the Szrand, where he being preſent, and carrying the Papers i 1 
which the Death of King Charles the Second of Bletled Memory, 
trom one Chamber to another,where he laid they ail unanimout- 
ly Sigagd the Kings Death on the 24th. of 4pri/ Anno Dom. 1678. 
The Falſities of which was proved by theſe tollowing Evidence, 
&e. Werenot here named, being a'l perſons ot Quality and Eſtates, 
who hapned to be Students at St Omers at that time that Oares 
was there. Firſt Mr, Hillſly depoſed that he came from St. Omer 
the very day that Mr, 9atespretended that the Contult was in the 
Strand, and that he left Mr. Oates there ; and whereas Oates had 
formerly Sworg that he came over with Hlfly: Hillſly ſwore 
he did not ſee. him all the way : Then Mr, Barn.by ſwore that he 
met Mr. Zz:lt;ly by the way and he ſaw not Oates with him, and 
that going on, to St Iwers and arriving there withintwo days af- 
ter he had met Mr. #/iDsly in Kenr, he found Mr. Oates at St. Omers, 
ſo that he poſſibly could not be here in London, all the reſt of the 
Wirrnefles tor the King, fwore that Oates coming to St. Omers 


about December 1677. never was tO their knowledg out of the 


Semigory till-the the Mid-Sumrmer 1678, But one ny he which 
was at Watton, a place about two Leagues from ft, Omers, and 
they ſaw him every day cather at Mear or Play, ard that he 
was ſo remarkable tor his odd Carriage, that they took particy= 
lar noticeof him, eſpecially he ſitting at a parricu'ar able, and 
not among the Boys by reaſon of his Age. | his was atteſted by 
above 20 Witneſſes, viz. Lord Gerrard Bromely, ----Gerrard Eſq; 
---HTagerſton , Eſq; --- Wright Eſq; --- Price, Mr. Arundel --- 
Zurbervill Eſq; --» 7 hornton Efſq;-- Pool Fiq; Mr, Dorrel and one 
Mr. Morgan, one that was then a Papiſt, but is now a Churc!: of 
England "Ainiſter, &c. 

Mr Oates's Queſtions put to them, was, what Religion they 
were of, and how long they were there, and what they did there; 
and offered to ask ſome things, which was, my Lord Chief Juſtice 
tols him, not proper nor fit tor them to anſwer, becauſe of Fenal 
Scarutes againſt Papiſts : He behaved himſelf with kis wonted 
Confidence, and ſeemed to have more Braſs in his Face thanever ; 
bur my Lord Chief Juſtice kept him within his bounds, and gave 
him all the fair Play imaginable, before he began his particuiar 
Dctence ; he madea long canting Harangue how he had bcen be- 
lieved by Parliaments, and how teveral Judges had ſpoke former- 
iy of him, and particularly my Lord Chiej Faftice ; all which bes 
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ing not admitted as Evidence, he was direted by the Court, to 
prove his being here in Apriche 24th. 78. he produced one Mrs. 
Cicely Majo ; who (wore that about that time ſhe ſaw him in 4 
D:tguiſe at Sir Richird Barkers Houle + He having on a Grey 
Har, nv Hair, 2 piziful Gray Sute. Sir Robert's Coach-man, ſwore 
he ſaw him there in a black Hat, a long black Perriwig and a 
Cinnamon Sure ; beſides they diſagreed in ſeveral things, and ſo 
they being bur ocherwiſe deſpicable People, their Evidence was 
looked upon as nothing worth ; and they contradicted Oares's own 
Teſtimony, for he ſwore he was back at St. Omers in the Legin- 
ning of May, and my Lord Chief Faſtice asked Oates where he 
Lodged when he pretended to be here in Aprit and the begin- 
ning of May. thit he might producethe People of the Houſe to 
be tvidence for his being here ; but he ſhuffled and would asfign 
none, which was look'd on by all as 2 clear Convidtion. After this; 
Mr. Oates ro make a Noiſecauſed to be called a many great Names 
to ſhew whar Authority his Evidence onee had viz. my Lord 
Dewonſhire, my Lord Clay, who ſaid it was fo long ſince; that 
they could give ſmall account of it ; my Lord Huntingdon faid it 
isrrue, he once believed ſomething which he ſwore, but he did 
now on his Conlcience believe him to be an errant Rogue, and a 
ſyiller of Innocent bloog. 

My Lord Barron Montague being ca'led by Oates, he gave Him 
a ſlcader Character, and that formerly he did not hear him. 

Mr, Williams, Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, yir George 
Z7reby were called, but faid little or nothing. 

Atter Mr, Oates had dohe with his Evidence, Mt, Attorney 
General brought in more Evidence for the King, ſome to prove; 9s 
chers to Corroborate. The witneſs to prove where firſt Sir Ceorge 
Wakemar, who was formerly quitted at the O/d-Bayly: After Sir 
George was ſworn, he was asked by the Court with what MrQ2res 
had formerly ſworn againſt im, viz. of taking 500 5. to poylon 
the King ; and he anſwered by Virtue of the Oath he had taken, 
it was all fa!ſe. My Lord Caſ/tlemain atteſted the ſame as to the 
Treaſon Oates had tormerly Charged him with, thea one Mr. 
Smith, tormesly Schoolmaſter in 7s1ixgton was produced, and jt 
was proved thar he conteſſed himſelf Perjured in Favor ot Oares »5 
fox y rag iQ the Tryal of the Five 7e/azts being induced by Fea r 
and Gain, 

The ſame was proved upon Mr: Clay who was induced by 
threacs and promiſes of Oates and Sir William Waller, this was 
proved by one Mr. Davenport a keeper of the Goal who heard 
him threaten C/ay,with Death, unleſs hg would ſecond _ Evis 
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dence, and he being an Old Weal: man, was drawn in. * Ger the 
Eviderc: on both ſides had made an end, My Lord Chief Fuſtice 
told the Frifoner he had tree Liberty ro make what Exceptions 
hz picaſed, Who then began a long and Ma'apert Harangue ; the 
chief drift of which was to prove rhat the Papitts ought not ro 
be Credited becaule they were Papilſts, and ior this produced ſome 
Records and Statutes. 

Acd to this he was anſwered by my Lord Chief Juſtice, that by 
the ſame Reaſan all the Diſſcaters from the Church of Z»gland 
ovghr to be excepted, 

And thatir was impoſlible at that Rate that ary man ſhould 
have Righr Gone him, Oazes was forthe moſt part all along his 
Spccch I mpertinent and ſaucy, ſo that my Lord rhreatned ro turn 
him out of the Court, and atter he had ſpent ſomerhing more than 
halfan hours time he withdrew of himſelf, and went out of rhe 
Halt, with his Guards along with him, as he came towards the 
middle of the Hall, the People began to ſhour, and ſo ſhouted him 
quite out of the Hall, | 

A ter a little 'ſpace of Silence, the Sollicitor General b:gan © 
ſum up the whole, and continued for three quarters cf an hour , 
When he had done, my Lord Chief Fuſtice began a moſt Eloquence 
and Emphatigal Speech. 

Among!tt othger things, teVing the Jury, that this was. a cauſe 
that the Honotr of the whole Nation was concerned in, not to 
ler a perſon fo publick'y infamous, eſcape Juſtice. That he was a 
perſon of an hardned impudence and Conſcience, ard not worthy 
of the Name of the Church, of Exg/and, that he was Guilty of 1pil» 
ling ſnnocent Blood, agd; had ſpared no perſon though never fo 
nearly related to the Crown. And after he had exactly and par- 
ticu'arly Summed up all-the witneſſes on both ſides He conclu- 
ded withrtheſe Words, That be was the blackeſt Fillain upon the 
Fixce of the Earth, _ 

As theſe Prodigious 
judiced perſon 

The Speech bens eg, tc Jury withdrew, and after a cer- 

tin ſpace of time returged again, and-brought him in Guilty of 

the I:di ment. ag |
